Then we insist on a settlement 
of the question of Venezuela's relation* 
with the Great Venezuelan railroad and 
a.-k that the banker's claims be submit- 
ted to the consideration of a mixed com- 
iiii-sUui, In the ultimatum only the pay- 
ment of proved claims was requested. In 
fact the German government proceeded 
in spile of all provocation w i t h the greut-

UNION GROVK, Wis., UPC. IS.—Spec- 


ial—A mad dog. huving all the symp- 
toms of hydrophobia, running over the 
prairies of the. southern part of Racine 
county nnd the northern section of Ken- 
usha county has thrown the residents of 
that locality ill n state of great alarm. 


The canine made its first appearance 


several days ago. 
He bit several other 


dogs and a number of swine and cattle 
belonging to John Terry, a resident of 
the town of Paris. Ken<«li« comity. The 
brute seemed to go north 
from 
there- 


over into Uauino county, whore it again 
came in contact with several (logs, which 
have since displayed unmistakable signs 
of the rabies. Farmers finally succeeded 
in killing the animal. 


Mr. Terry, who has a large drove of 


hogs nnd a big herd of cattle, nt^ first 
paid but little attrition to the dog's vis- 
it. In the course nf a few days he no- 
ticed that some of his hogs appeared to 
be mad. Ik- then remembered that this 
brule huu beei; seen around his neighbor- 
hood. H then dawned upon him that the 
dog was probably mad and had bitten 
hi." stock. Upon closer investigation he 
was 
horrified to learn 
that 
hi.-: hogs 


showed true signs of hydrophobia. He 
found it iH'ce.-sary to kill two of the 
number. 
He now lias fears of having to 


,ld away with the entire dmvc consisting 
of -4 lings. 


According to information received here, 


two of the hogs Hint were atinckcd had 
bittpn one o: his young heifers and u 
steer, but it ha» not been deemed pnl- 
,ii.nt in kill th'in ye:, although Mr. Ter- 
ry i-, iiwailitu: further developments. 
' Besides biting Mr. Terry's stock the 
dog bit M-veral other en nines in that lo- 
cality, some of which were considered 
valuable. These <'ogs have since shown 
sign;, of hydrophobia and have been kill- 
ed". After the strange dog had I'mii-linl 
its deadly work in nnrlliern Kenosha 
countv it took a northern course and iii- 
viideil the southern part of this county. 
Here it again rcMimcd its ravngc* by bit- 
ing several oliier dogs and. is is «aid, 
some .-lock. When the farmers learned 
of the work being done by this .-.trange 
creature U'ere wu» a general search made 
to capture and kill it. This wa,- iin.illy 
accomplished. The residenls all around 
where the dog made its appearance arc 
greatlv wrought up over the prevailing 
conditions anrl it is feared it. will be nee- 
osnry to cMerminate all the dogs in the 
locality where ihu strange canine was 
seen. 


It is thought that the strange dog 


came out of Chicago and' has left its 
marks at several intermediate points, 
but up. to the present time no reports 
have been received showing (hut it has 
bitten any other animals south of north- 
ern Kenosha county.

"But 1 do not hold that strikes arc 


barbarous," 
he exclaimed. "In 
China 


they have no strikes and in this country 
we have. Strikes are the development 
of the highest civilization." 


The speaker also said he would not re-

Elliott, but was pleased they were inter- 
esting themselves in union labor, though 
opposing the labor cause. He believed, 
he said, both would eventually come over 
to the side of trade unionism.

whv no action was taken the idea was 
iilvnnced, -a Republican bouse of repre- 
sentatives hnd refused to recognize tho 
rights of a defeated candidate to con- 
test, and ic this instance because it was 
not desirable to open up the matter of 
the violations of the federal constitution 
by several states among which was Vir- 
ginia, 


It would certainly have this appear- 


ance but for the further h-talement made 
in connection, that more carefully noted 
gives ihe explanation that this being the 
la.it session of the fifty-sixth congress, 
and in the next congress the ten recently 
elected members are to take their seatb, 
the matter of contesting the right of a 
state to disfranchise as Virginia 
with 


other southern stated have done, 
can 


then be. tested to better advantage and 
purpose. 
This does not do Mr. Glass 


any good, but thn policy of the commit- 
tee, on the face of it appears to be about 
the best thing to be done, and Mr. Glass 
may regard himself as fortunate to get 
out of the trouble a« well as he has.

This will take from 
the south thirty to forty iiK-mbers of con- 
gress, but it is precisely what congress 
can do if it is so minded.

The other day an incident occurred in 


the proceedings of the senate which in 
a strong light illustrates the difference 
between the enforcement of -the laws of 
Canada and this country. It was only a 
little thing, a sentence or two, but it 
shed light just the same. The incident 
occurred during a debute upon the immi- 
gration bill and the remark made 
by 


Senator Gallinger. The talk was con- 
cerning the danger to the country of 
diseased immigrants entering our ports, 
and Senator Gallinger asserted there was 
much less dsnger now of infection reach- 
ing us because the Canadian government 
had just issued a proclamation upon this 
subject, which absolutely prohibited the 
landing of any immigrant or any other 
passenger at, a Canadian port or of tiie 
passage through Canadian territory, who 
is sufl'ering from any loathsome, danger- 
ous or infectious disease or malady. This 
proclamation which has been duly issued 
declared Senator Gnllingcr reduced our 
danger to a minimum as he says and 
this is where tlie little incident is. "In 
fact if Canada enforces that provision of 
law, as Canada is in thfi habit of enforc- 
ing her laws, the danger willi be' reduced 
to a minimum, as there will be under 
that law an almost impossibility of any 
diseased immigrant reaching the United 
States from Canada. 


The direct inference from what Senator 


Oallingcr says is that a Canadian law 
may be respected, and the 
coniinunify 


rest safuly, why .because Canada enforces 
her laws and in this country, a law may 
be or may not be enforced. This is the 
difference.

This could hardly be believed that 
the children of native American citi/.ens 
were more illiterate than were the chil- 
dren of foreign born citizens, but it is 
all true, they are. But the reasons given 
by the census bureau should of course 
go nlon™ with the published statements 
of the bureau. These are that, the chil- 
dren of our foreign born 
citizens 
arc 


clustered in tlie cities and towns whore 
good schools and plenty of them abound, 
while children of the native white citi- 
zens are living much more generally in 
the rural districts of the country, and 
as the bulletin says: 
'This surprising 


diU'ereiice in favor of the children of the 
foreign-born population is due largely io 
the fuel that the ehildren'of the foreign- 
born immigrants live 
mainly 
iu 
the 


northern and western states, where the 
public school systems have already reach- 
ed a high degree 
of 
ellicieney, 
while 


great numbers of rativc white children 
of native parents live in the southern 
states, nnd in that region about. 10 per 
cent, of such children arc illiterate. 


'•AYhon tho comparison is carried out 


by geographic divisions 
the 
ditl'erenee 


between the two classes in each part of 
the United States, except the South Al- 
l:intic suites, is found to be much, less 
tlinn in the whole country. Yet lhe'-« 
figures indicate -t'nat in every region ex- 
cept the North Atlantic states the liter- 
ate children of immigrant whites are a 
larger per cent, of -Die whole number of 
such children than the literate children 
of native whites arc of all children of na- 
tive whites.''

"\Vhcn asked if it was true that Ven-

the legation of the United States was 
charged to present to Great Britain and 
(Germany remains unanswered." 


At noon no answer on the subject of 


the proposed arbitration had been receiv- 
ed from Washington. 


The French cruiser d'Assas is. expect- 


ed at La. Guayra. Her commander has 
received orders not to do anything which 
might wound the susceptibilities of the 
Venezuelans. 


LONDON, Dec. IS.—No answer has yet 


been sent or decided upon regarding the 
Venezuelan arbitration proposition. The 
cabinet met this afternoon to discuss the 
matter but possibly nothing final will be 
arrived at today. The question of a 
guarantee of the fulfillment of the decis- 
ions arrived at remains the great, diffi- 
culty in the government view in the way 
of the acceptance of arbitration.

RACINE AND KENOSHA 


COUNTIES WROUGHT UP 


Hog* and Cattl* Bitten—Several of tlio 


former Hava Be*n Killed—3VIs»y be 


>"ccessnry to £xt«rmin»te Con- 


siderable Livestock. 


UNION GROVE, AVis., Dec. 18.—Spec- 


al—A mad dog. having all the symp- 
toms of hydrophobia, running over the 
irairies of the southern part of Hacine 
county and the northern section of Ken- 
osha county has thrown the residents of 
that locality in a state of great alarm. 


The canine made its first appearance 


several days ago. He bit Several other 
dogs and a number of swine and cattle 
belonging to John Terry, a resident of 
the town of Paris, Kenoslia county. The 
jrute seemed to go north 
from 
there 


over into Kacine county, where it again 
came in contact with several dogs, which 
iiave since displayed unmistakable signs 
of the rabies. Farmers finally succeeded 
in killing the animal. 


Mr. Terry, who has a large drove of 


hogs and a big herd of cattle, at first 
laid bu-t little attention to the dog's vis- 
it. In the'course of a few days he no- 
ticed that- some of his hogs appeared to 
be mad. He then remembered that this 
jrute hau been seen around his neighbor- 
hood. It then dawned upon him that the 
dog was probably mad and had bitten 
iiis stock. Upon closer investigation he 
was 
horrified to learn that 
his hogs 


showed true signs of hydrophobia. He 
found it necessary to kill two of the 
number. He now has fears of having' to 
do auay with the entire drove consisting 
of '24 hogs. 


According to information received here, 


:wo of the hogs that were attacked had 
bitten one of his young heifers and a 
steer, but it has not been deemed pru- 
ient to kill them yet although Mr. Ter- 
ry is awaiting further developments. 


Besides biting Mr. Terry's stock the 


dog bit several other canines in that lo- 
cality, some of which were considered 
valuable. These dogs have since shown 
signs ot" hydrophobia ami have been kill- 
ed. After the strange dog had finished 
its deadly work in northern Kcnosha 
county it took a northern course and in- 
vaded the southern part of this county. 
Here it again resumed its ravages by bit- 
ing several other dogs and, is is said, 
some stock. When the farmers learned 
of the work being done by this strange 
creature Uiere was a general search made 
to capture and kill it. This was finally 
accomplished. The residents all around 
where the dog made its appearance are 
greatly wrought up over the prevailing 
conditions and it is feared it. will be nec- 
essary to exterminate all the dogs in the 
locality where the strange canine was 
seen. 


It is thought that the strange dog 


came out of Chicago and- has left its 
marks at several intermediate 
points, 


but up. to the present time no reports 
have been received showing that it has 
bitten any other animals south of north- 
ern Kenosha county.

Phil- 
lips, for some reason, remained behindr 
Last m'ght about eleven o'clock he de- 
cided to board the moving cars, prefer- 
ring to take a chance rather than remain 
at Corliss over night. In doing so he 
missed his hold and was thrown under 
the wheels. He was heard to give a yell 
and in a few minutes help was at his 
side, but he seemed to be beyond human 
aid. 


The unfortunate man was removed to 


the station. Minute details or the acci- 
dent were phoned to Racine. The au- 
thorities here were* requested to make, 
arrangements at one of the hospitals to 
'care for the man. Thompson was put 
aboard a freight train and brought to 
this city. The train was met by the po- 
lice ambulance and Dr. Garlock, the coai- 
panv's local physician, who had the pa- 
tient removed to St. Luke's hospital. It 
was necessary to amputate both of his 
lower limbs and the shock of the opera- 
tion caused his death. 


The remains will be taken to Union 


Grove, where they will be interred. For- 
tunately for the widow and two child- 
ren, the deceased carried a small accident 
insurance policy, enough to defray the 
funeral expense's.

KENOSHA, Dec. IS—On the advice of 


the state board of health and on the de- 
mand of the people of the western part 
of the county, District Attorney A. E. 
Buckmnster of this city is sending out 
letters to the managers of the Chicago 
ice companies operating in this county, 
demanding more rigid precautions in re- 
gard to the importation of workmen in- 
to this county during the ice' harvest. 
Last year two case of smallpox were dis- 
covered, and in order to prevent the dis- 
ease getting a foothold this year it is 
asked that all men coming to this county 
to work be .vaccinated /before 
leaving 


Chicago. Last season two men lost .their 
lives by falling into holes in the ice, 


hich had been left unprotected, and the 


district attorney has also -given notice 
that he will prosecute all managers of 
companies who allow this abuse to con- 
tinue. 


Following the order of Judge Seaman 


of Milwaukee the stock of B. Hermann 
& Co., recently adjudicated bankrupt in 
the "United States court, was turned over 
to the appraisers yesterday.

Mo Escape From Stringency in Anr 


thraeite Coal This Winter. 


STORAGE POINTS HAVE 


ALL BEEN EXHAUSTED 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 18.—Officiate 
f the Reading railroad company hold 
out no hope for the relief in the anthra- 
cite coal stringency this winter, despite 
;he efforts of the company to mine and 
ship to its full capacity. 'TJnder normal 
conditions," said one of the officials," "the 
anthracite production is never equal to 
;he demand during the winter months 
and the Reading and all other anthracite 
companies have been obliged to draw up- 
on the stock at various storage points 
to help out the demands of the fiSuJ'e. 
This year there is not a pound of coal at 
any of these storage, points and consum- 
ers are dependent entirely upon the daily 
output of the mines. The big dealers 'in 
New England, who usually have in-stock 
at this season of the yea.r from 50.000 to 
100,000 tons are bare of coal and depend- 
ent entirely upon what is being shipped 
to them by the various companies. Prac- 
tically all of the Reading company's col- 
lieries are in operation. The company 
shipped from the. mines during the past 
two days nearly 1,900 cars of coal. This 
means a daily production of nearly. :60;- 
000 tons. 


It is stated that the Pennsylvania rail- 


road has 3.000 of the Reading company's 
coal cars on its trades iu the western 
part of the state as well as 2.500 belong- 
ing to the Central Railroad of New Jer- 
sey and these are urgently needed in the 
anthracite trade. Their non-delivery it 
is claimed, is causing much delay in the 
shipment' of anthracite to points west 
of Karnsburg. 


Reading, company officials decline to 


discuss the question as to whether the 
advance of 50 cents a ton made in Oc- 
tober would hold good. 


BIG IMPROVEMENTS PLANNED 


Hacluo Manufacturing: Plants to Spend 


'Considerable Money Next Tear. 


Nearly all of Racine's Manufacturers 


are preparing to make, improvements af- 
ter ihe first of the year by bettering 
their facilities and increasing their pres- 
ent capacity, some of whom will prob- 
ably expend several thousand dollars in 
this way.

that the, number has nearly doubled. Is 
is no wonder that Kacine is 
growing 


and has increased in population from 
29,lGO to 33,000 inhabitants in scarcely 
more than a j'ear.

The money for this state aid is prin- 


cipally derived from the assessment of 
one mill on every dollar of taxable prop- 
erty in the state! The assessment this 
year brings in $1,504,546, as against $1,- 
43U.2S4 last year. The money derived 
from this one-mill tax is supplemented 
by the interest on the common school 
trust funds, which this year amounts to 
$lSO,S:«i.nii. All 
but KUI56.SO . of 
the 


available funds for state aid was appor- 
tioned, this small reservation being for 
the purpose of mooting any claims that 
may be made by some little districts that 
have not complied with all requirements, 
but which may later. 


The apportionment is based 
on 
the 


number of children of school age—be- 
tween 4 and 20 years—there are in each 
district. After it is known how much 
money is available for distribution, the 
rate per capita is found by dividing that 
sum by the total number of persons of 
school age there arc. in the state. This 
year there are 752.0tift persons of school 
age in the state. Tho rate this year is 
$2,236 as against $-2,20(5 last year. 


There arc 6.SOO school districts that

At a later hour he again arose and went 
to the room of his mother. He struck 
Mrs. Best a blow with the damaged raz- 
or, but she was scarcely 
awake.

MITCHELL. TALKS ON 


STRIKES TO MINERS 


Declare* Relation! of Capital and Lnbo 


Aro Buoomiiifr More Reciprocal — 


Greeted in Home City. 


SPRING VALLEY, 111, Dec. 10.— 


Twelve thousand Illinois miners accord- 
ed to their hero and idol, John Mitchell, 
a hearty and wildly enthusiastic greet- 
ing in this his home city yesterday. 


Ho unexpectedly broke 
silence in a 


notable way in a spcecli at last night's 
mass meeting. He gave his views of the 
relations between capital and labor. 


"I don't belie've there is an unrecon- 


eilable breach between capital and labor," 
he said. "More and more I hold the re- 
lations are reciprocal or are tending that 
way. Both must exist, and each must 
and .will be here until a complete revo- 
lution comes. I also hold that strikes 
should and can be avoided. I think the 
conference between the opposing sides 
largely will solve tho difficulty. Labor 
and capital can work out a proper and 
equitable solution when they get down, 
look each other straight in the eye and 
tell the absolute truth. Then the days 
of misery will be over." 


NOT BELIEVER IN STRIKES. 


Mr. Mitchell said, 
although 
he had 


conducted several large strikes, he was 
not a. believer in the 
strike. He held 


that while labor should reserve the right 
to strike, every effort 
should 
first be 


made toward conciliation. 


"But I do not hold that strikes arc 


barbarous," 
he exclaimed. "In 
China 


they have no strikes and in this country 
we have. Strikes are the development 
of the highest civilization." 


The speaker also said he would not re- 


ply directly to- Dr. Hillis or President 
Elliott, but was pleased they were inter- 
esting themselves in union labor, though 
opposing the labor cause. He believed, 
he said, both would eventually come over 
to the side of trade unioniim. • "" '

The recommendation of Secretary 


Shu.w that the public funds might bo de- 
posited iu the banks without requiring 
security and at'the same time snail in- 
terest rite as the'seeretary himself .might 
regard, as eompeiisary to the government, 
is not striking root. 
His remarks re- 


garding asset currency, however pleas- 
ing to the enormous syndicates of ours, 
to the growing army of promoters, is 
not pleasing to the people. These mat- 
ters are not. and do not hare anything 
io do with any party .policy and no ef- 
forts of those at Washington can roake 
them so. The methods advocated 
are 


methods used and are assuredly the ob- 
jects of criticism or of commendation as 
the case may be. 


Asset banking- is being advocated by 


those who regard the present volume of 
circulating medium, somewhat exceeding 
$2,250,000,000, as being very insufficient, 
that is to say, wlren movements in finan- 
cial circles are in lively progress, they 
want some method by which the public 
treasury, or the,banks themselves may at 
once add to the supply of fuel wherewith 
to continue the onslaughts upon legiti- 
mate industries. , The next thing desir-, 
nd is branch banking with some 
huge 


central bank machine, and 
while this 


last is objected to by some who favor 
bank asset currency yet with the first, 
assuredly will come the central bank 
later on. 


But the views of Secretary Shaw are 


not endorsed as generally as might be 
supposed, and they certainly are not by 
the mass of the people. The objections 
to a bank asset currency outiveigh any 
possible benefit in 
times 
of 
financial 


stringency. Phillip King one 
of ' the 


best posted of eastern writers on finance 
says in the Chicago Inter Ocean in a 
late issue: 


"The establishment of a bank 
asset- 


currency in this country would, so far 
from obviating the possibility of money 
stringencies, only increase it, since it 
•would add to the inherent and funda- 
mental difficulty of present circumstan- 
ces. The banks under an asset currency 
arrangement would find themselves 
in 


the dull seasons of the year with far 
more money on hand than ever. They 
would do with this money what they al- 
ivay-.s have done with it in -the past, that 
is, loan it freely and encourage specula- 
tive use of it, keeping to themselves, of 
course, the intention of withdrawing the 
funds whenever the situation became 
dangerous or whenever 
demands for 


money arose from legitimate business. 


"With the huge inflating of the circu- 


lating 
medium imposed. 
speculation 


would assume great 
proportions; 
the 


money of the banks would finally lie used 
up just as in former days, and then when 
general business again became active and 
the banks called in their loans, specula- 
lion would renew its historic tumble, 
crying for "more money" with which to 
break its fall. It would be the same old 
story, only of a greater folly 
and 
a 


graver disaster. 


"The reply to the second argument in 


favor of the bank asset currency is com- 
prised in the foregoing. We are not in 
need of more money in the United States. 
We have immensely more money now 
than any civilized nation, and the root 
of our troubles is that we have it. and 
that it came very suddenly. It makes 
little difference how ranch of 
this 
in- 


creased money supply is in actual gold. 
Gold can produce inflation quicker than 
anything else. The so called money strin- 
gency of the present hour has been 
brought about simply by an enlargement 
of credit and a general 
elevation of 


prices that, like all such inflations in the 
past, must go on demanding still larger 
credit, ''more money," and higher prices 
until it smashes. 


"A scheme for an issue of bank notes 


based on the general assets of the issu- 
ing banks does not differ one whit from 
the old greenback idea, except that banks 
rather than the government will print 
their names upon the bills; and if it is 
'tried it. will not be in operation twenty- 
four hours before a good round propor- 
tion of the bills will be-at a discount 
varying with the names of the 
banks 


they bear/3 
. 
*i, 


The above views are about tfiose of 


the average citizen removed from the 
madding financial crowd. It is fortunate 
for the country that 
it possesses 
so 


•many conservative and somewhat old 
fashioned bankers who view askance.the 
modern processes, 
the 
get-rich-easv 


crowd, and the jugglery so graphically 
described by which enormous financial 
movements are made, money borrowed 
loans made and transferred with no ap- 


parent agitation of the surface,-<i(f--things. 
This is called the refinement t>?'financial. 
skill, and as indicating the marvelous 
knowledge and power of thoBe conduct- 
ing the present movements resulting in 
our enormous trusts and combinations. 
It would be better for the 
people if 


some restraining power could be exercis- 
ed over the movements ol those possess- 
ng such tremendous power, and that it is 
jistinctl-y highly dangerous to- the wel- 
fare of ifrie masses is being asked 
and 


commented upon by many a. citizen. The 
first thrng to do'is to effectually kill the 
Fowler-Mi. 


THE VIRGINIA CO7TTESTBD 
ELEC- 


TION. 


There seems to be a misunderstanding 


as regards the action of the house com- 
mittee on elections, No. 1, upon the mat- 
ter of the contest of Carter Glass.. Re- 
publican, coming up from Virginia. The 
committee reported -to take no action, 
whereupon without examining the reason 
why no action was taken the idea was 
advanced, .a Republican house of repre- 
sentatives had refused to recognize the 
rights of a defeated candidate to con- 
test, and in this instance because it was 
not desirable to open up the matter of 
the violations of the federal constitution 
by several states among which was Vir- 
ginia. 


It would certainly have this appear- 


ance but for the further statement made 
in connection, that more carefully noted 
gives the explanation that this being the 
last session of the fifty-sixth congress, 
and in the next congress the ten recently 
elected members are to take their seats, 
the matter of contesting the right of a 
state to disfranchise as Virginia 
with 


other southern states have done, can 
then be tested to better advantage and 
purpose. This does not do Mr. Glass 
any good, but the policy of the commit- 
tee on the face of it appears to be about 
the best thing to be done, and Mr. Glass 
may regard himself as fortunate to get 
out of the trouble aa well as he has. 


Congress is the judge of its own mem- 


bers and certainly if it-proceeds to for- 
mulate a policy that southern members 
of congress are illegally elected, in every 
state where a. constitution has been put 
in force that disfranchises the colored il- 
literate voters and admits the white il- 
literate voters through the gra-ndfathers 
clause, its course will have beeji founded 
upon justice, and in fact the south can 
not complain. The better course is for 
the southern states to accept the unques- 
tionable proposition, that in disfranchis- 
ing as it has done by the wholesale it 
has violated the constitution'and subject- 
ed itself to the requirement that where 
the rights to vote for presidential elec- 
tors and representatives in congress, the 
executive or judicial officers, has been 
abridged unless for rebellion or crime, the 
basis of representation therein shall be 
reduced accordingly. This will take from 
the south thirty to forty members of con- 
gress, but it is precisely what congress 
can do if it is so minded. 


But it seems the voice of leading Re- 


publicans is by no means a unit for this 
proceeding. Efforts have been made by 
such men as Crumpacker 
of Indiana, 


but so far the home has steadily refus- 
ed to take the matter up. This course 
has unfortunately given rise 
to 
the 


strong suspicion that the alleged welfare 
of prominent men in the party 
is of 


more consequence than the carrying out 
of the first principles of Republicanism. 
It must be admitted ilint the course of 
the majority in congress has not been 
that which would have but followed out 
the true spirit of Republican doctrines, 
as relates to the Republicans of the 
south.

Perhaps our postmaster general 
has 


unconsciously in his new rule to be en- 
forced against married women in his de- 
partment, established a principle that if 
con'tinued. will go far to renewing wom- 
an's faith in man. Despite the elinging- 
ness of woman, the vine business and 
nil that, a suspicion has always existed 
to more or leas extent on the part of 
many of our modern evoluted women, 
that something else besides this trust- 
ing love and heart to heart, actuated 
man in selecting a helpmate for life. As 
said there have been grave suspicions 
that man in thus selecting help mates, 
had in direct view the positive helping 
of another sort. 


Perhaps in no other city has this been 


•in evidence than at 
Washington, the 


capital of the Father of His country, and 
chosen of-by Washington 
himself. 
In 


the government departments • there are 
many women, even to the thousands and 
•all these years love has had full sway, 
and the good cupid has had the full run 
of the departments. Of course at. times 
and perhaps more times that ought to be 
admitted, cnpid has been selfish, and the 
good nature of our paternal 
govern- 


ment has winked at the games played in 
the names of the artful 
young 
cupid. 


Jten and women have, married and went 
their respective ways to work and no de- 
partment head in the least wise interfer- 
ed, but now, an official order has been 
issued which for once and for all, noti- 
fies cupid hereafter he will amend his 
ways and refrain from coaxing the girls 
to hitch on for life to the young men, 
where such girls are employed anywheres 
in the departments of, the 
postmaster 


general. 


It will be thus impossible for young 


men to suppose that in getting married 
to some pretty, department girl with a 
good salary, that he too may continue 
to receive the benefits of that salary 
provided his wife puts in her hours as 
usvml from nine to four. The thing will 
be impossible, for the order chokes off 
any such worldliness, and cupid must do 
his business and sing strong on the love 
in a cottage business, for with one sal- 
ary cut entirely off, Washington couples 
will hereafter have to do as the rest of 
the. world does, do with one salary for 
two people. 


The other day an incident occurred in 


the proceedings of the senate which in 
a strong light illustrates the difference 
between the enforcement of -the laws of 
Canada and this country. It was only a 
little thing, a sentence or two, but it 
shed light Just the same. The incident 
occurred during a debate upon the immi- 
gration bill and the 'remark made by 
Senator Gallinger.. The talk was con- 
cerning the danger to the- country of 
diseased immigrants entering our ports, 
and Senator Gallinger asserted there was 
much less danger now of infection reach- 
ing us because the Canadian government 
had just issued a proclamation upon this 
subject, which absolutely prohibited the 
landing of any immigrant or any other 
passenger at a Canadian port or of the 
passage through Canadian -territory, who 
is suffering from any loathsome, danger- 
ous or infectious disease or malady. This 
proclamation which has been duly issued 
declared Senator Gallinger reduced our 
danger to .a. minimum as he 'says and 
•this is where the little incident is. "In 
fact if Canada enforces that provision of 
law, as Canada is in the habit of enforc- 
ing her laws, -the danger willtbe reduced 
to a minimum, as there will be under 
that law an almost impossibility of any 
diseased immigrant reaching the United 
States from Canada. 


The direct inference from what Senator 


Gallinger says is that a Canadian law 
may be respected, and the 
community 


rest safely, why .because Canada enforces 
her laws and in this country, a law may- 
be or may not be enforced. This is the 
difference. 
A law prohibiting the land- 


ing at any Canadian port of Immigrants 
suffering from infectious or loathsome 
diseases, will assuredly prohibit 
from 


landing, but can the same be said of a 
similar confidence felt in any law of this 
country? Regretfully, nothing of the 
sort can be said. • Our present immigra- 
tion laws as all know are enforced very 
poorly, as are in fact all the rest of our 
laws. Laws are not only miserably car- 
ried out, but bureau chiefs construe and 
enforce laws as so minded, enforce rules 
the law does not authorize, and' laws 
themselves rest blissfully in a-jstate of in- 
nocuous desueitu.de. A law in Canada 
goes according to Senator Gallinger, it 
may or may not go in our own country. 


EXPLANATION OF CEXSPS BUREAU. 


A census bulletin not long 'since gave 


the surprising information that the'na- 
live white children of foreign born par- 
ents "were more literate than were "the 
notive children of'native white parents. 
The percentages were respectfully 
09.1 


and 05.6 for ages between 
10 and 14 


years. This could hardly be believed that 
the children of native American citizens 
were more illiterate than were the chil- 
dren of foreign born citizens, but it is 
all true, they are. But the reasons given 
by the census bureau should of course 
go along with the published statements 
of the bureau. These are that the chil- 
dren of our foreign born citizens are 
clustered in the cities-and towns where 
good schools and plenty of them abound, 
while children of the native white citi- 
zens are living much more generally in 
the rural districts of the country, and 
as the bulletin says: "This 
surprising 


difference in favor of the children of the 
foreign-born population is due largely to 
the fact that the children of the foreign- 
horn immigrants live mainly in 
the 


northern and western states, where the 
public school systems have already reach- 
ed a high degree of 
efficiency, while 


great numbers of native white children 
of native parents live in the southern 
states, and in that region about 10 per 
cent, of such children are illiterate. - 


''When the comparison is carried out 


by geographic divisions the 
difference 


between the two classes in each part of 
the United States, except the South At- 
lantic states, is found to be much: less 
than in the whole country. Yet these 
figures indicate that in every region ex- 
cept the North Atlantic states the liter- 
ate children of immigrant whites are a 
larger per cent, of the whole number of 
such children than the literate children 
of native whites are of all children of na- 
tive whites." 


GIVE NO CHAXCB TO EOIOPE. 
In all this South American contention 


from time -to time and the 
embroglio 


with European governments with de- 
mands for settlements of money due. it 
does not appear those governments of 
the lower half of our continents were of 
themselves indebted to Europe at all. 
The alleged indebtedness is to private 
citizens and in the nature of 3tjite guar- 
antees, for which in. the first place were 
granted by these governments the most 
valuable concessions. Upon this princi- 
ple any European power could at 
any 


time when some one of our 
combines, 


corporations or railroads went to pieces, 
and let in bond holders, or holders of the 
stock who were citizens of theirs, demand 
of our government full satisfaction for 
the same and in default appear with a 
fleet off an}- one of our sea coast cities, 
and collect. There seems to be no differ- 
ence. So some day, when ^through var- 
ious processes, the people of this coun- 
try owe to Europe a large amount, and 
our nation and other forms of bonds are 
owned largely in Europe, we are liable 
to be called upon by Europe to settle, 
and in default, have a war on our hands. 
We have given Europe ample jurisdiction 
for this form of proceeding in permitting 
to collect from South American govern- 
ments by force, money for which as a 
fact the governments do not owe at all. 
The charter which any state will give a 
corporation or the national government 
itself, is in tnith in form and substance 
about th'e same as a grant from one of 
these governments of the south half of 
our continent. What could we have to 
say in any power of Europe demanding 
from -us if it so suited it a settlement lor 
private debts, for the term private means 
in this sense, .everything but government 
indebtedness itself. 


THE OHIO IDEA. 


i 
The earlier commendations.of -fhe work 


of the Ohio legislature in enacting a new 
code for the government of the munici- 
palities of that state has given -way to 
a rather scornful denunciatory attack 
upon the plan. The cities of that, state 
are under the new law placed under the 
control of the legislature though osten- 
sibly cities may do certain things, with 
lowever, remaining the power of the gov- 
ernor to remove mayors. Boards of con- 
trol are the little jokers and unless may- 
ors can control a two-thirds majority of 
file .councils to confirm their 
appoint- 


ments, the Ohio plan passes the appoint- 
ments up to the governor. A number of. 
metropolitan papers endorsed the work 
at first, but of late the complaints have 
been pouring in. 


The Ohio people by the'action of their 


own representatives, are placed under 
tlie control of their politicians of whom 
Ohio is cursed with 
more 
pestiferous 


ones to the inch than in any other state. 
But someway the people rather like it, 
as much of their responsibility is re- 
moved from their shoulders by the politi- 
cal rings that infest, the cities. 


But the day is coming when munici- 


palities in all states will rise and by 
concerted arrangement elect legislators 
that will enact laws that will place things 
where they belong, and vender to cities 
the wholesome things that rightfiflly be- 
long to t'hcm. Home rule should be no 
dearer to the. inhabitant of a city than 
to that same inhabitant of a state.

The news from 
Venezuela 
is 
very 


grave. The allied powers have bombard- 
ed the town of Puerto Capello and the 
first blood in the war has been shed. It 
is understood our government will ob- 
ject to the exclusion of American com- 
merce from the blockaded ports and in 
this lies also an unfortunate complica- 
tion. One complaint is no official notice 
has been given either of attack or block- 
ade, and an American vessel' is now 
steaming to La Guaira all unaware and 
may be captured by the German and 
English fleet. 


The American people must have confi- 


dence in President Roosevelt and his ad- 
visors and all'inflammatory talk 
arid 


written effusions is out of place. 


The matter of the distribution-of the 


Rhode scholarships has been taken up 
and the first beneficiaries will be given 
in 1904.

The Indians out west are fast advanc- 


ing o\it of their savage, conditions. Like 
everything else the first steps have re- 
quired long periods of time and associa- 
tion with the whites, but the 
Indian 


schools and life on the reservations have 
made their due impression. Now many 
of the Indians living in Nebraska are de: 


sirous of their children attending schools 
of the white children, which if admitted 
by the Indian bureau would of course 
break up the present 
Indian 
schools. 


One Indian agent strongly advises this 
step, saying the Indian children once in 
our public schools would have the Indian 
wiped out of him pretty quick time, and 
speedy assimilation would follow. 
Why 


not, for after.all these Indians of the 
plains and mountains are the only true 
genuine Americans. All others are only 
assimulated Americans. 


One of the interesting features of the 


present session of congress will be the 
contest on the port of Secretary Root 
that the army be reorganized on his plan 
of the last session which was defeated. 
The plan in brief is the supplanting of 
the commanding general and the substi- 
tute of a general staff by which the army 
would be controlled and managed. The 
oposition to this view of army govern- 
ment say there wotild be just as much 
reason in abolishing the office of presi- 
dent of the United States and adminis- 
tering affairs through the cabinet. 


The'Wisconsin game wardens, whether 


justified by the strict terras of a harsh 
law or not/ have been guilty, that is, 
some of -them have, of conduct unworthy 
of a Chicago constable or justice, of the 
peace.

"It is not open to question that the 


competition between railroad carriers 
which formerly prevailed has been large- 
ly suppressed, or at least brought to the 
condition 
of 
effective 
restraint. The 


progress of consolidation, in one form or 
another, will at no distant dny confine 
this competition within narrow and un- 
important limits, because the control of 
most railway properties will be merged 
in a few individuals, whose common in- 
terests impel them to act in concert. 
While this will insure, as probably noth- 
ing else can in equal degree, the observ- 
ance of published tariffs and so measure- 
ably remove some of the evils which the 
act was designed to prevent, the result- 
ing situation involves consequences to 
the public which claim the most serious 
attention. A law which might have an- 
swered the purpose when competition 
was relied upon to secure 
reasonable 


rates is demonstrably inadequate when 
that 
competition is displaced by 
the 


most far-reaching and powerful combina- 
tions. So great a change in conditions 
calls for corresponding change In the reg- 
ulating statute." 


The commission reaffrms its recommen-

WASHINGTON, Dec. IS.—Advices re- 


ceived by the bureau of .insular affairs 
fully confirm the statements made by 
Vice Gov. Luke E. Wright of the Philip- 
pines before the senate and house com- 
mittees, as to the great losses sustained 
by the insular treasury through the de- 
preciation oi silver. 
' 


Since the first day of January, 1002, 


the loss in gold value on the Mexican 
silver on hand in the Philippines treas- 
ury, by reason of the change in ratio, 
has amounted to $1.054,000. 


The figures have been forwarded here 


showing the exact loss sustained at the 
several fluctuating ratios. 


At the beginning of the year two Mex- 


ican dollars were worth one gold dollars- 
Now it takes .*2.50 Mexican to equal a 
gold dollar. If this continues the Phil- 
ippine treasury will soon drift into a 
most deplorable condition. These facts 
will be laid before the congressional com- 
mittees and a strong effort will be made 
to secure favorable action in the curren- 
cv bi.i now under consideration. 
" The senate committee on the Philip- 
pines will have a meeting tomorrow at 
which it is believed a bill will be approv- 
ed making an imaginary gold peso and 
authorizing the coinage of a silver Phil- 
ippine peso worth 50 cents in gold.

That the Venezuelan matter in its 


phases and incidents is to bo discussed 
entirely outside of a view that in refer- 
ring to or discussing must consider par- 
ty ethics, is evident from the following 
in the Chicago Inter Ocean, which is 
probably the most radical Republican pa- 
per in the country. Only a day or two 
aijo this same paper warmly invited Sec- 
retary Hay to get out as it was tired of 
Hay and Hayism: 


"Notice from the 
stats 
department 


that the United States would not recog- 
nize the peace blockade hi Venezuela 
should have been given before a shot'was 
fired. It was known two weeks ago that 
England and Germany contemplated the 
occupation of custom houses or a block- 
ade of ports. Why did not the state ilc- 
jmrtment protest vigorously then and 
notify the coercing powers that a so- 
colled peace blockade would not be rec- 
ognized by the United States? 


"It may be answered that the state de- 
artraent trusted to the promises .made 
i the Englisli'and German notes to this 
ovcrnmeiit. outlining plans and declar- 


ng purposes. "But Secretary Hnj; ought 
o°liave known that it is the aim of Eu- 
opean diplomacy to conceal real mo- 
ives and to lose no opportunities for ac- 
ion on new lines. 
"He should have said then that the 


jnited 
States would not recognize 
a 


lockade of Venezuelan ports, that it. 
vould not consent even to temporary oc- 
upation 
of Venezuelan territory, 
and 


hat it would not permit any license un- 
ler the warrant of international law. 


•This could have been said then with- 


out causing more friction. To say it 
low is to cause more friction. Such a 
declaration before England and Germany 
lecided 
to blockade would have 
been 


courteous. 
Such a 
declaration now, 


when they have decided to blockade, is 
in the nature 
of an ultimatum. But, 


whether it causes more friction or not, 
it should he insisted upon. 


"The main question is not considera- 


tion for the pretensions of the technical 
rights of England oi^Gcnuany, but imiin- 
te°nance of the 
rights of the United 


States and of our supremacy in the Car- 
ibbean. There is no difference 
among 


the American people on this point.
